FRUIT DRYING. 


The AMrn Process In OperuHon at 


San Lorenzo. 


As the Alden fruit-drying process, 


which is so extensively carried on at 
San Lorenzo, mtiy not be generally 
understood, a 
brief 
explanation, 


which we find in the Haywood Atlvo- 
cnte, may not be uninteresting to the 
renders of the TRIBUNE. "The Alden 
process is often confounded with or- 
dinary dried fruit, and is thought to 
lie merely prepared in it novel and 
expeditions manner. That such is 
not the case would seem to be con- 
clusively shown by its commanding 
advance in the market over common 
dried fruit; but, when the nature of 
the process is understood, the differ- 
ence is apparent.

OBEY THE 1AW. 


To-morrow it will be illegal for any 


person to sell or dispose of any 
spirituous, vinous, malt or other in- 
toxicating liquors in quantities less 
than five gallons, within the town- 
ship of Oakland. There are those 
who argue that the law ought not to 
be enforced until its constitutionality 
has been determined by the Supreme 
Court. It is said that "in Woodland 
and several other places where Local 
Option has prevailed the saloon 
keepers have been allowed to go on 
as usual upon the understanding 
that they will lose no time in press- 
ing the question of the constitution- 
ality of the law to a decision. The 
liquor dealers of Oakland insist that 
this is the lair and proper course to 
pursue, inasmuch as it would savor 
of the spirit of persecution to press 
matters and shut them up, while 
what they claim to be a grave quun- 
tion of constitutional law remains 
undecided." How any such "un- 
derstanding" can prevail where there 
are officers sworn to enforce law is, to 
Kay the least, singular. The people 
have legally decided that there shall 
be no license in Oakland; who, then, 
shall say that the law shall not be en- 
forced? 
The injuries nod losses 


which may accrue to indrridnals by 
reason of the enforcement of the law 
cannot palliate its violation. The 
only course left the saloon keepers is 
to graciously accept the situation, 
obey the law and patiently await the 
action of the Court. If the law be 
overthrown, they will not be com- 
pelled long to wait, and much trouble 
and bitter feeling will be avoided by 
shutting up shop to-night. A test 
case ought to be made at once, if it 
is intended to contest the law, 
and the matter authoritatively settled 
as Boon as possible. It has besn 
widely saia that the most effectual 
way'lto^convince the people of the im- 
practicability of a law is to rigidly 
enforce it; and if the Local Option 
law is unjust, injurious and not likely 
to accomplish the purposes for which 
it was intended, let its actual work- 
ings demonstrate these facto and it 
will be repealed, even though it 
should be declared constitutional. 


ffffR PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


While the promotions thin year in 


our public schools are much more 
numerous than «i\or before, there 
must of necessity ue uiauy who have 
failed to reach the required standard, 
and per consequence me not ad- 
vanced. It should be borne m rnind 
that the promotions are made not an 
n reward to the pupils for having 
done well, nor is the failure to pro- 
mote a pupil intended as n punish- 
ment for his having done badly, it is 
simply an advanceinert to a grade for 
which the pupil is fitted, and from 
the studies of 'which he is prepared 
.to| derive full benefit without over- 
work and cramming. A careful ex- 
amination of the tuodui operandi of 
determining this4, convinces us that 
the decision of the teachers and 
school officere should be readily and 
cheerfully acquiesced in by parents 
and children, and for the reason that 
advancement without the necessary 
preparation, is an injustice to the 
child, which can but result in disap- 
pointment in the future if not in 
more serious consequences. In his 
last annual report, Superintendent 
Campbell has some remarks bearing 
upon this point, which are so appro- 
priate to this time, that we quote 
them as follows:

will see and appreciate the force of 
these remarks. 


PUBLISHING PARTNERSHIPS. 


Business men will bear in mind 


that 'the last Legislature added sec- 
tions to the codes of the State, which 
require the filing of the names of all 
parters in every business firm. The 
new law requires all partnerships 
formed after its paasage to file certi- 
ficates with the County Clerk, and to 
publish a notice within one month 
after their organization. 
Partner- 


ships previously existing must make 
their publication before the 30th of 
June, to be made once a week for 
four fluccessive weeks. The certifi- 
cate to be filed in the office of the 
County Clerk must be signed by all 
the parties in the firm, each one giv- 
ing his or her full name. The law in 
many respects is an inconvenience, 
and a nuisance, but since it is in 
force firms not complying with its 
requisitions cannot bring suit iu 
the courts to recover moneys due.
